I Iwvc selected thla afternoon, around 
whlth J deaire to gather oertain less- 
ons, and I want you to remember 
the course of what I have to say the 
ntniiiKe clrcumrstnnros that brought 
thin alxiiit. The country had heen 
threatened, nnd there was great need 
for the army. The people had gone out 
from every hamlet ana village to offer 
buttle for n common cause, common 
Interest; thix army had gone forth 
against the enemy, and 
(heie had 


lieen u victory won. But only one 
community did not send Forth some 
victors in that tinny and that \\tis the 
community of Meio/.. 
When tlie vic- 


toriougurmy Is returning the prophet- 
cm i« singing the glory of each clan, 
and each town, and each section of 
the country. In the midst of this 
glotious applause where every one is 
Hinging the praises of each sect ten and 
eiichclan; in the midst of tint gong 
of praise of patriotic enthusiasm there 
conies this discordant note from the 
angel of the Lord: "Curse ye Meroz," 
mil 111 the angel of the 
Lord. 
Why? 


Not because these people had proven 
traitors to their fellows In the sense 
that they hud joined the niiny of 
their opponents; not because they 
had even harbored siilcs fur the en- 
emy ; not that they had fed the en- 
emies of thcli country in their dire 
need; hut the only lensnn whj these 
people were cursed WHS because they 
had an opportunity to contribute to 
the success of the battle, and they 
failed to embrace the opportunity, 
nnd the curse of Meroz is the curse of 
doing nothing, nnd If there is any 
emphasis that ougbt to be hi hi In 
every walk of life today It is that 
very emphasis to awaken men and 
women to the fact that there is a 
curse to the Individual who failg to 
realize the fact that ever}- good cause 
Is God's cause. 


You have heard it and others have 


heard it said on every hand Hint the 
business of the pulpit Is to deal with 
religion, and I thoroughly agrei with 
that statement. But there are those 
who sometimes realize that the pulpit 
has a door that opens wide enough 
to discuss the needs of every-day life, 
and there are those who do imt de- 
fine what religion really la; there are 
those In our day aud generation who 
would have the minister of C'brist, 
and those who profess to tic the broth- 
ers of the church, to discuss the mis- 
takes of Moses, and the failures of 
David, the drmikcnncsw of Noah or 
gucb characters as these of olden 
times, but think that that individual 
who glands upon the pulpit ami pro- 
claims the fact that leliglon I.- thul 
force in every human lite that ought 
to touch every phase of life with 
which we mingle. 
1 believe upon tho authority of the 


word of God, no man lias the rl0'ht to 
claim the religion of the Lord Jesus to 
be his unless that religion's principle 
as proclaimed by tbe son of God and 
is preached and practiced by him 
through life, shall touch every phase 
of life of that Individual. 
Every 


gtrad cause Is God's cause, and no 
man can excuse himself from the per- 
formance of that duty which will en- 
able the world to be better. 


You have heard repeatedly the glory 


of the man who went down from Jer- 
usalem to Jericho and fell among 
thieves. The story has been told you 
from your youth up; how the bleed- 
ing man lava by the wayside; a priest, 
busy with nig religious duties, hurries 
past ou Iho other side; the l.evite 
goes by, and looks U|mu the man who 
fs wounded by the wayside and then 
passe* ou, until at last the good 
Samaritan come* and places htm on 
Ills own beast of burden. 
We have 


heard this a good many times, and 
there Isn't » man of you who ever 
beard that story of the good Samari- 
tan who said within your heart and 
believed it with every power you pos- 
sessed that that priest and Levite, 
though they had nothing to do with 
tbb wounding of the man, owed him 
aoniethliig, and because that priest 
failed to pay his duty of brotherhood 
to the man by the wayside, and that 
Levite who failed to pay bis duty of 
brotherhood to the man by tbe way- 
tide, stands out today condemned by 
the judgment of every man who be- 
lieves in tbe great Father. 
We owe It 


to the man by the wayside, and so I 
•ay, every good cause is God's cmiae, 
and no man can excuse himself from 
doing big duty. 


Von will remember also, most of 
you, that In the twenty-fifth chanter 
of Matthew, tbe Hon of God | ushe* 
baok tbe curtain and gives us a view 
of the great judgment. 
He picture* 


tho nation* of the earth gathered to 
one gnat point, the Son of God him- 
•elf coming aa Judge and dhidlng 
these people, a* tho shepherds divide 
tbe sheep from tbe goats, and says to 
those on his right hand, "Come, ye 
blemd of my father, Inherit 
the 


kingdom prepared for you from tbe 
foundation of tbe world; for I was 
hungered and you gave me m«*t; I 
was thirsty and ye gave me drl nk; I 
was a stranger and ye took m In." 
"Lord, when we saw thee thus?" 


iucb M ye did it to one ol the 


thetw, ye did H unto me." 


I aajy unto those on ftls 
'depart from me, 
ye 


euiwd, ipto erorlutlng fire prepared 
for tbe devil tmd M* Bag*!*,'' Why? 


What have they done? They are not 
drunkards, nor murderers; they are 
not liars, nor thieves. The scripture 
doesn't say so; but they hud an op- 
portunity to do good and they didn't 
do It, and condemnation cunies upon 
them because they didn't do it when 
they had the opportunity to do good. 
So tbe angels of the Lord Inject into 
the song of the prophetess In the long 
ago: 
Curse ye Meroz," because 


they had the opportunity to do good 
and didn't do it. 


I wonder what was the reason of 


their absence in this battle. They 
evidently were Interested in it, for 
victory In this battle meant the sav- 
ing of their crops. But perhaps they 
were cowards. They recognized the 
enemies against whom Ihc army was 
to right were men of wnr. They were 
well equipped according to their day 
and generation. These men of Meroz 
have said, '' I um sort of afraid.'' 


I believe with uli my heart history 


will prove my statement to be tri.e 
that any good cause in time would 
triumph over the wrong, if It wasn't 
for the fact that a great many of us 
are too cowardly to stand by our con- 
victions of what we know to be true. 


Mingle with men as you do: listen 


to them in their homes or in (lie club, 
or in the shop or factory ; heurLtlioin 
speaking forlh in freedom their ex- 
pression of conditions—social, finan- 
cial, political; hear them as they de- 
clare 
their convictions upon some 


great problem, and then watch them 
as the opportunity comes, and a call 
is made lot volunteers to fight the 
enemy. Is it not true, oftimcs, that 
wrong triumphs because we are afraid 
to stand by what we lielieve to be 
right? We are ufruld of the onposing 
forces, afmld of tlie enemy ; ufmid to 
be on tlie losing side. Secondly, we 
nre awaiting the applause. 
We arc 


afraid that If wu happen to he on the 
losing side we will hear the enemy 
shouting victory. And, like Peter of 
old, 
we will deny our cause rather 


than stand alone. 


I cannot see how any man having 


convictions In his own heart, and 
knowing it, can surrender those con- 
victions, us it not only injures bis 
own life, but every other man's; or 
how thul man could listen for up- 
plause. It seems to me that lie would 
feel condemnation In his own heart. 
He ought 4t> be ashamed to look his 
fellow-man In the face, if he has an 
opinion of right and is too cowardly 
tu stand by it. 


I recognize that men may differ in 


opinion; men may think differently 
upon tiny subject. I believe u niun 
can he just as sincere in his opinion 
as you und I in our opinions. I do 
nol usk u inun who differs conscien- 
tiously lo surrender hiy convictions, 
unless changed in his convictions. 
I Imvc u right to speak ; you bu\e u 
right to speak. Every man lias con- 
victions upon right and wrong of ev- 
ery question between these two forces. 
Never under the stars of heaven will 
the community, Stute or nation be 
uplifted until men who have right 
convictions 
shall 
be courageous 


enough to stand hy them. 


These people of Mero/. were, per- 


haps, ufrulu to go forth and they fell 
there wero enough othei people to go. 
It doesn't make any difference, there 
will be enough without the men ol 
Meroz. It is true in this case from 
which our texl is taken. Tlie hiiltH 
wus won by the army that went forth, 
but many u liatlle for the right has 
IN-CII lost by tlie fuel that many ol 
the fellows stayed at home. The 
simple fact llmt you and I feet we are 
not important—we 
do 
not 
count 


rormucb — we 
only 
count 
one— 


that one is u mighty 
factor of- 


limes in resulls. The simple fuel 
that u man having convictions of 
right, realizing the opportunities that 
arc his, realizing there is a war rag- 
ing between right and wrong measures 
himself a§ being so small that he 
could not Influence the result is no 
cxcti-c. I again say that almost every 
great 
reform that has been 
lost, 


wus 
lost, 
not 
because 
there 


were not a conscientious number of 
men who believed in it, but they 
thought their part in the whole con- 
flict was go small that when the real 
tesl came they did not show their 
colors—they did not put themselves in 
line of battle. When the army went 
forth to battle they were al home. 


Secondly, Ihe cause fulled, not be- 


cause there were not enough people 
who belie* eri in the righteousness of 
the cause, but because they were peo- 
ple like Meroz, who Iboughl they 
were small and insignificant, they 
would not make much difference one 
way or another, conscquenlly slayed 
at home and when the army relumed, 
Instead of being able to sing songs of 
victory over forces of wrong for the 
benefit of a great community, heard 
the cry and were discouraged them- 
selves and discouraged others because 
they said. What is the use. 
It is a fact of history, thai the peo- 


ple for whom great heroes of the 
world have fought, and for whom 
they have suffered all things, the peo- 
ple themselves have been unwilling 
to help themselves. The reason why 
many a great and good cause against 
the wrong has failed Is because you 
and I failed to recognize onr personal 
responsibility and the importance of 
our presence in the great conflict. 
May I impress this upon your minds, 
whatever may be the battle of right 
against wrong,every man who fails to 
show his colors, and every man who 
stays at home when he ought to bu in 
tbe fronl rank of the battle, thai man 
shall hear as did the i nimbi Inn ts of 
MeroK: "curse ye, curse ye Meroz, 
because they came not to the help of 
the Lord against the Mighty." 


Perhaps these people of More/, did 


not go Into battle because they had to 
do so many things at home. They 
had so much of their own interests to 
look after—their vines, tig Irees—n 
number of interests to look after, so 
they stayed within themselves. While 
this is a great bailie and we an) In- 
terested in tbe results, 
there are 


enough people to do that thing. I 
liave to look after these, so they 
pruned their vines, took core of their 
trees, looked after their cuttle and 
cared for their home. I have no doubt 
each night they listened to heai some 
messenger tell of what the army wus 
doing at the front. Of course they 
were Interested, but they had not 
many of their own interests. There 
is a lessen here, men, but I,kuow Just 
as you do that for a man to take a 
aland upon the right side and to let 
that stand be known in this commun- 
ity, means the fact that there is going 
to be pressure brought to bear. 


A business man the other day In 


[he Borough of Bristol, informed me 
[hat some time ago, this Is ancient 
tiistorv, I suppose, though not so very 
far back, but that if the principal 
characters In the drama could be 
mentioned, ynu would recognize the 
names, this man did not seem to go 
along with 
certain conditions; he 


seemed to be doing some Chinking for 
al nisei f aud acting upon it. 
He was 


informed: "If you do not stop doing 
your thinking we will drive you out 
>f business." Think of that, men. 
That is not a new story; it Is not fic- 
tion; It Is a fact, aud I know, out of 
my onu experience. I have been 
warned, and was wainod sometime 
ago that my resignation would be ac- 
cepted. I was supposed to move, but 
arge bodies move slowly. Do not 
smile? I tell you It is a mighty 
serious tblng when all sorts of pres- 
sure Is brought to bear on a business 
man who baa a little business, that 
only furnishes him a livllhood. If be 
utes tbe power God gave him to 
think, be will be overwhelmed by a 
feu that be will be crashed, until he 
will be unable to furnish bis children 
with bread and butter, and some of 
us say. I know the right and I ought 
:o do It, but I have these Interests "t 
ionic. I have to care for them, I 
must be careful, I mint not fight in 
the battle. 


Do not inlMudentand me. I do 


not think It tbe business of any man 
:o play the part of a fool. I do not 
think It Is Just to tbe homed of some 
of Ibe men of this town to say what 


I would say, but I do say this, and I 
say it with all my heart, when op- 
portunity comes, as it does come, 
thai every man who falls fo do his 
duty and says I am in fear of these 
men and I have to surrender my man- 
hood, that man will-some day hear 
as did the people of Meroz—"Curse 
ye, curse ye." Your own vine and 
fig tree will s-jfTer because you failed 
to recognize Ihe fact that any vine 
and fig tree that is not reared hy 
prayer and the principle of every 
man helping some other fellow, will 
eventually wither and die, and tbe 
fruit of it will fail to produce your 
desired result. 


Tbe men of Meroz were so Interested 


in their own, they forgot the other 
fellow, and so my friends let me try 
lo plant in your mind this seed, that 
the limn whose only thought is him- 
self, whose tliougbl never goes higher 
than tbe circle of his own home and 
those directly connected with him, Is 
tho man who in this world will never 
be able to grasp the joy, tbe business, 
the prosperity and the happiness that 
was Intended to be his by uis creator, 
for no man who lives for self or sel- 
fish purposes can ever knon tho real 
Joy of living. He will always live 
in the shadow, with a sense of ftar, 
and with tbe sense that someone else 
is going to take from him that 
which he possesses. He will turn it 
over like the miser does his horde. 
Held within himself, it shall of every 
necessity shrink in value and fall lo 
give whal it ought to give. 


Tbe people of Meroz waited for re- 


turn of buttle, victory was uon. The 
soldiers came home, with 
banners 


Hying, but tbese people hud no part in 
tbe victory. The victorious crown wil] 
always have the great ingathering. 
Vou fellows know me pretly well, 
you hear me say a great many Ihings 
about the great local option move- 
ment. My ueait is very much inter- 
ested in it. I can say this of 11; I! 
II could be positively demonstrated 
Ihul Ihe great local option movement 
is going to lie a success, as I believe 
it is, a whole lot of people would be 
scrambling to get over yonder. J! 
there was lo be such an outlook Ihul 
there was going to be a gicat licino- 
cralic landslide instead of overwhelm- 
ing Uepuhlican mujoiily, u lot of pen 
pie would he scrambling over to be 
Democrats, 
There nre some people 


who are on the side of Republicanism 
now, who, down in their hearts, are 
on the other side. A victorious leader 
bus no difficulty in securing followers. 


You know a great many people in 


this world nre always ready to say: 
"I told you so, I thoughl it all the 
time, I knew it would come." I 
would rather be one of the men to go 
forth in the tint battle. I would 
rather bo the man who helped create 
sentiment Iban tu reap the benefit 
after it is once created. I would 
rather stand in the front of buttle of 
righteousness und be defeated over- 
whelmingly by the forces' of evil, 
thun be in u victorious crowd of evil. 


The people of Meroz waited for the 


home-coming victorious army. 
No 


doubt they ucte ready to shout when 
Ihcy uppearctl, but tbe angel of the 
Loid gave the line to tlie prophetess 
to sing, and it was curse tbem, curse 
theai, they came not to the help of 
the f jord against the mighty. 
Every 


good cause is God's cause. That does 
not 
mean 
church polity, church 


workers^ church anything, it is just 
as religious a thing for a man to vote 
right as it is to pray right, and it is 
just as religious for a man to do his 
part in the business world, to do hon- 
est business with his fellow-man as 11 
is to come lo Ihe altar of God to pay 
his vows. 


Every

For more than a week before Cbrist 


mas, county seat folk were wishing 
for a white Christinas and they got I 
and then some. About nine o'clock 
on .Christmas morning u fine snow 
sifted down, soon covering the grounc 
with a mantle of white, 
ft wa? 


Christmas day ard but few i 
went out In the storm. By cveninj 
three or four Inches had fallen am 
then the blizzard got in its work. 
About six-thirty the snow was com- 
ing down fust and heavy; a high 
wind accompanied it and soon drifts, 
almost impassible, were formed. 


When the town woke up Sunday 


morning at least sixteen inches luu 
fallen, but owing to the high wine 
nearly all of the sidewalks had from 
two to six feet of snow on them and 
lite snow shovelers' task seemed 
hopeless one. Un many streets the 
man of the house, after having broken 
a pathway, found II tilled again Ij 
the driving snow. 
Milkmen were 


scarce and tbe lacteal fluid wus at 
premium. No Sunday papers arrlvci 
except a few copies of trie "Record.1 
No Sunday school services were helc 
and every one who could, stayed ln< 
side the house. 


The trolleys were all out of com- 


mission on Saturday afternoon am 
all day on Sunday. 
The Willon 


Grove Tine was the first one opened, 
it not having suffered as much as the 
rest. The Bucks County Railway was 
opened 
to 
Newtown by Tuesday 


morning and the snow plow nrriver 
here late at night. The Eastou roac 
opened at both ends by Tuesday 
noon. 
Hard luck with their big 


snow plow on Monday delayed them, 
tbe axle of one of tbe trucks broke 
and several valuable hours had to be 
wasted in putting a new truck under 
the plow. On its trial trip on Mon- 
day morning the new truck Jnmpec 
the track opposite the old armory ou 
West Court street and after a couple ol 
hours of hard work was golten baok 
on the rails. However, Wednesday 
night saw tbe road opened, tho drifts 
in some places measuring from twelve 
to sixteen feet in height. 


Tlie railroad was practically tied 


up on Saturday night although the 
midnight train with two engines got 
in at 2.35 a. m. On Sunday morning 
a snow plow came in from Lansdulc 
and at noon tbe milk train, in charge 
of conductor Harry Miller, went out. 
Then there was nothing doing until 
four o'clock when a train from Phila- 
delphia came in, turned around and 
started out again, sticking fast in a 
drift at Hood siding, about half way 
between Doylestown and Lunsdule. 
There (hey stayed from five o'clock 
Sunday afternoon until they were dug 
out by a big snow plow which cume 
across the Stony Creek read from Nor- 
ristown, propelled by large freight 
engines. There was no train into 
Doylestown from four o'clock Sunday 
afternoon until twelve-thirty on Mon- 
day and over a hundred unhappy 
Doylestowuians spent Sunday night 
in Lansdale, the most of them in the 
cold and wet waiting room of the 
railway stalion. 


On Monday Slreet Commissioner 


Holcombe, wilh a force of thirty men 
started to dig out tbe fire plugs and 
open the crossings. It took nearly 
all of Monday to get at the Sre plugs

Among the scarlet turnips we espe- 
cially noticed the Landretbs' Extra 
Special White Tipped, which Is a 
turnip-formed sort, a brllllnn' scarlet 
with u white bottom, the white rlsl.ig 
hulf way up the bulb; a muss of them 
presenting, when pulled, u most at- 
tractive appearance. The Scarlet All 
Seasons was a dandy, reel all over 
and edible at all stages within one 
month to five months olel, ulnnys 
solid and keeping all winter with the 
freedom of n potato. 


The cabbage und cauliflower tests of 


one hundred plants each, of over 250 
named sorts, which we were told 
every autumn covered over two acres, 
must be of exceeding interest to a 
market gardener.
